Mother Met Death by Son’s 


Act Is Decision of Jury 
Last Night 


INSANITY DEFENSE GIVEN 





J. L. Loch Important Factor 
In Prosecution of On- 
tario Resident 


Harold W. Vermilyea, Ontario, 
murdered his mother, Mrs. Aurelia 
Vermilyea, in Belleville, Ontario, 
Canada, Oct. 4, a jury decided last 
night in Canada. The only defense 
offered by H. R. Greer, Vermilyea’s 
attorney, was insanity. 

The trial lasted 10 days and the 
jury deliberated 41% hours before 
returning a verdict. Sentence was 
to be pronounced today. The ver- 
dict made no recommendation for 
mercy, making the death penalty 
automatic. It is within the prov- 
ince of the presiding judge to make 
a recommendation for clemency 
to the department of justice at 
Ottawa, the Canadian capital. 

Vermilyea’s conviction followed 
a long search for evidence to blast 
the Ontario man’s story that he 
was in Northern California at the 
time of his mother’s murder. Chief 
of Police J. L. Loch of Ontario 
was a leader in obtaining the evi- 
dence. The Vermilyea case was 
one of his first major cases since 
being appointed chief of the On- 
tario department. He is a former 
member of the Upland police de- 
partment and is the son of Mrs. 
Blanche Loch of Upland.
